Could Olympics use another Calgary? 


A s the curtain fell on the Rio 
Olympics, we are left to 
reflect on the good, the bad and the 
ugly of those Games. 

The good is easily defined: The 
first-rate performances by Canada’s 
athletes, both in competition and 
in behaviour. On the medal front, 
the Canadian effort can surely be 
judged a success. And praise for 
our women, winning most of the 
medals and reestablishing this 
country as a power in swimming. 

As for the bad, the decision to 
allow various Russian athletes to 
compete despite state-sponsored 
drug cheating at its own Games in 
Sochi was a shameful disgrace. 

Then, the host country announces 
the Paralympics awill be severely 
curtailed because they’ve run out of 


money.. 

Then, the ugly sight of athletes 
involved in make-believe gunpoint 
robberies, while others are banned 
from the closing ceremony because 
of loutish behaviour. 

Meanwhile, the local crowds, 
not content with cheering on their 
own heroes, thought it sporting to 
hurl abuse at anyone challenging a 
Brazilian for a medal. 

Which brings us suitably to 
Calgary and the city’s cautious first 
steps toward a bid for the Winter 
Games in 2026. 

“From almost the moment that 
I was elected mayor, six years ago 
almost, citizens have been coming 
to me saying, 'it’s time,’ ” said Mayor 


Naheed Nenshi in deciding to spend 
$5 million to explore the opportunity. 

“It’s time in the worldwide 
Olympic movement; it's time in 
the sport history of this city, and 
it’s time in the cultural history of 
this city for us to bid for another 
Olympic Games.” 

We echo those sentiments, even 
during these tough economic times. 
We expect this feasibility study will 
be thorough and itself an exercise 
in frugality, just as we’d also expect 
that, if the bid is successful, the 
event would mirror that cost 
consciousness. 

The excesses of Sochi should no 
longer provide the standard for 
choosing venues. 

We have seen too much strutting 
and preening nationalism, 
inevitably leading to a legacy of 
empty, crumbling shell facilities. 

Such excess didn’t happen in 
1988. Countless Albertans and 
visitors enjoyed those Games, 
which made a profit of $140 million 
and left legacy facilities such as the 
Olympic Oval, Canmore Nordic 
Centre and Canada Olympic Park, 
which are still in active use. 

The volunteer spirit is still deeply 
rooted in the Prairie nature. Can 
anyone imagine Calgarians booing 

lead to a Canadian gold? 

Some will say we don’t need 
another Olympics. Perhaps, but 
ask instead whether the Olympics 
might instead need Calgary.

THE CASE FOR MIDDLETOWN RD. 

To the editor: I’m told the photos still exist 
- for blackmail purposes? - but it’s hard to 
believe it’s been well over a decade since I 
was a kid needing to be hauled out of knee- 
deep mud as we constructed the new St. 
John’s Presbyterian Church. 

With any luck, very soon the property 
will again be under construction - this time 
to build a much-needed seniors’ housing 
facility, one that will create up to 80 jobs 
once fully built. Full disclosure: I am a 
consultant for the developer, Bekerman 
Properties Inc. 

But the prospect of another significant 
new build got me thinking about the 
name of the road. Technically it’s the 10th 
Sideroad, but it hasn't always been; more 
often than not it’s called ‘Middletown Road.’ 

Many are used to calling the route 
‘Middletown,’ from back in the days when 
the road marked the halfway point between 
Bond Head and Bradford. 

Long-time readers of The Bradford Times 
may recall that local historian Donald 
McGugan attempted to have the name of the 
road “changed back” to Middletown Road in 
the mld-2000s, but was rebuffed by council. 


I’ve used quotation marks on the words 
“changed back,” because it is worth pointing 
out that Middletown Road is more than 
a shorthand or residual colloquialism 
for 10 Sideroad; in fact, there are several 
newly-erected signs near Line 5 that 
label it Middletown Road, the pumping 
station located just off the road is called 
Middletown Sanitary Station, and town 
documents for the industrial zone refer to 
the area as the Middletown Industrial Hub. 

In addition to the arguments regarding 
history and common usage, Middletown 
Road is simply more attractive and easily 
communicated - a better name for a main 
municipal artery that is also essentially the 
“modem Church Street," with the Jehovah’s 
Witness Hall, a mosque, St John’s and 
Bradford Baptist churches, as well as the future 
Seniors’ housing facility, sports facility and 
industrial hub - all important local landmarks. 

It would also just be a nice way to note 
that this area is “the middle of the town” So 
whaddaya think? Let's “change back” and 
formalise the street’s name as Middletown
